They are willing to make any settle­ 
m ent except giving up any territory 
in China proper. 


Che Foo, Nov. 24.—Dispatches have 
been received here saying the Japanese 
captured Port A rthur Wednesday after 
eighteen hours’ fighting. 
• The second Japanese army, under 
the command of Field M arshal Count 
Oyama, minister of war, consisted of 
about 30,000 men, and when this force 
arrived off the Regent’s sword pro­ 
montory it was divided into two de­ 
tachm ents, one of which, aided by part 
of the Japanese fleet, operated against 
Talienwan, while the other directed 
its movements against Kinchow, on 
the w estern side of the promontory, 
6ome miles north of Port Arthur. 
Talienwan and Kinchow were both 
captured, after which the army again 
combined and the march on Port 
A rthur was commenced. 
Several en­ 
gagements of minor importance took 
place along the route, but according 
to the reports the Japanese were in­ 
variably successful. 
The roads lead­ 
ing northw ard from Port A rthur were 
supposed to have been mined by the 
Chinese, and the Japanese commander 
therefore decided not to take the risk of 
m arching his troops along them. Con­ 
sequently they were compelled to cut 
roads through the forests to allow the 
passage of their artillery and ammuni­ 
tion trains. 
Several times the town 
is reported to have been captured, but 
later dispatches have shown th at these 
reports were inaccurate and the Jap­ 
anese were conducting their operations 
against the place w ith great careful­ 
ness and saving their strength for the 
real attack. 
S h a n g h a i, Nov. 24.—News received 
here confirms the reports of the cap­ 
ture of Port Arthur. 
These reports 
say the Japanese torpedo boats dis­ 
tracted the forts while the troops en­ 
tered the town. 
L ondon, N ov. 24.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Chee Foo says Port A rthur 
wag taken Wednesday evening. 
The 
fighting* was continuous from noon 
Tuesday? The Japanese fleet did not 
take part in the engagement, though 
the torpedo boats attached to the fleet 
did. 
The Japanese are now leaving 
P ort Arthur. 
Chee Foo, from which 
place the dispatch announcing the fall 
of Port A rthur comes, is a Chinese city 
on the north coast Shang Tung promon­ 
tory, some ninety miles south of Port 
A rthur, from which it is separated by 
the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. 
It is reported the Viceroy of Nankin, 
Chang Chio Tung, has been ordered to 
Pekin for the purpose of reorganizing 
the army after the European model. 


Knights of Labor Denounce the Govern­ 
ment Bond Issue and Adjourn. 
N ew O r le a n s, La., Nov. 24.—At the 
session of the Rights of Labor yester­ 
day morning a resolution was adopted 
protesting against the issue of new 
bonds by the United States govern­ 
ment and characterizing the issue as a 
fraud and an outrage upon the toiling 
masses. 
A resolution favoring the 
amalgamation of all brewing asso­ 
ciations .into an organization was 
referred to the executive board and a 
recommendation that surface railway 
employes of New York be united in 
one body of the Knights of Labor was 
adopted. 
The next convention will be 
held in November. 1895.

Many bodies were upheaved in the 
cemetery of San Procopin at the time 
it was disturbed by the earthquakes

reinterred. 
Horrible 
scenes 
have 
been 
witnessed 
in 
the 
stricken 
districts, where numbers of people 
have 
been 
wounded 
and several 
horribly maimed. 
Some of the suffer­ 
ers had limos torn off, which caused 
their death before they could be re­ 
moved from the streets. 
The m ilitary 
and volunteers of all classes of the in­ 
habitants are working w ith energy 
building huts and providing food for 
those who are most in want. 
Slight 
earthquakes and subterraneous rum ­ 
blings continue to be felt at Maliazzo, 
Sicily, where the inhabitants are still 
terror stricken.

some time after th at date. 
But even 
if certificates should be filed represent­ 
ing all the districts of the entire coun­ 
try the clerk would not in this instance 
probably be disposed to issue an oAecial 
roll call of the next congress before 
the expiration of the present.

official in the clerk's office to-day ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at the comple­ 
tion of this list will be delayed until 
March 4 as a m atter of precaution and 
he gave as a reason for this caution the

of Belknap 
vs. Richardson for the seat from the ; 
Fifth Michigan district. 
In this in -1 
stance Mr. Richardson, who was voted 
for as democratic candidate for the 
Forty-third congress, presented 
his 
credentials to the clerk Dec. 22, 1892, 
I 
and his name was duly enrolled as th at 
of a member of the house. 
Feb. 20, 
following, Mr. Belknap presented cre­ 
dentials signed as had been Mr. Rich­ 
ardson’s by the state officers, cer­ 
tifying 
th at 
Belknap 
and 
not 
Richardson had been elected. 
Having 
recognized the Richardson certificates 
the clerk was powerless to undo the 
act, if he had been so inclined, and as 
the house has so far declined to re­ 
verse the action, 'Mr. Richardson still 
remains the sitting member. 
Indeed, 
the circumstances proved to be such 
th at Mr. Belknap was unable without 
the adoption of a special resolution to 
to inaugurate contest 
proceedings. 
Such a resolution was adopted, and the 
merits of the two sets of credentials 
will constitute one of the interesting 
questions which the house will be 
called upon to dispose of at the forth­ 
coming session. It should be explained 
th at there was a change of adm inistra­ 
tion in Michigan between the time the 
Richardson certificate was issued and 
the time the Belknap certificate was

The case is so fresh in the 
minds of the house officials th at they 
are now disposed to act w ith caution, 
and not to prepare the official roll until 
it becomes necessary to enter the 
names of the new members for the pur­ 
pose of paying their salaries, which 
will begin March 4. The list which has 
now been prepared is therefore entire­ 
ly unofficial, the names being gathered 
from all authentic sources, and is only 
the for convenience of members. 


N ew Y ork, Nov. 
24.—R. G. Dun & 
Co’s, weekly review of trade says: 
“ There is some change for the bet­ 
ter. 
The gain is slow and in some di- 
very distinct, but the 
are a little more definite 
than last week. 
The most im portant 
of them is larger employment of 
labor, assuring a 
better 
demand 
on the 
whole 
for 
m anufactured 
products. 
Much of this is due to the 
unnatural 
delay of orders for the 
w inter which resulted from prolonged 
uncertainty, but it means an actual 
increase in the earnings and purchas­ 
ing power of the millions, and so gives 
promise of a larger demand in the 
future. 
Prices of farm products in the 
aggregate do not improve, but the 
hopefulness is felt in somewhat larger 
transactions. 
“The wheat m arket has lost this 
week w hat it gained last week, re­ 
ceipts being larger/ and Atlantic ex­ 
ports were also larger—576,771 bushels 
against 703,026 last year—but these 
are of small account compared with 
the great visible supply. 
Foreign re­ 
ports this week have been rather more 
promising, though the fact remains 
th at the world’s crop outside the United 
| States is probably the largest ever 
grown. Corn has declined half a cent, 
receipts having much increased. 
The 
foreign demand for cotton continues 
| large, exports being 50,000 bales larger 
than for the same week last year, but 
I receipts also continue greater than a 
! year ago, and for three months will 
closely approximate those of the same 
three months, when the yield was 
over 9,000,000 bales. 
But the price 
rose an eighth. 
“ Textile industries have added a 
few factories to the working list 
against only one or two withdrawn, 
and there has been some improvement 
in the demand for woolens. 
Yet on 
the whole the m arket is not active and 
the manufacture is much below the 
capacity of the works. 
“ The iron industry again records 
lower prices for Bessemer iron, $10.40 
at 
Pittsburg, and for some manu­ 
factured products. 
The consumption 
is large and for this reason fairly well 
maintained, but as it is not equal to 
the capacity of the works in operation 
their struggle to get business keeps 
prices at the bottom. 
Tin, copper and 
lead are all w eaker and some conces­ 
sions are reported in tinplates. 
The 
coke product slightly decreases, but 
was about the largest ever known for 
October. 
The failures this week have 
been 322 in the United States, against 
385 last year and 31 in Canada, against 
34 last year.”

The telephone wires in the city 
have been blown down and so badly 
tangled th at communication from that 
source is practically cut off.

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FIRST LEAF RAISED 
WITH HARD WORK. 


MANY

MR. POMEROY’S VENTURE. 


OLD SETTLERS MET AND TALKED 


The First Flimsy Shed Succumbed to 
the First Snow Storm and the Crop 
Was Never Paid For—Early His­ 
tory of the Business Recalled By 
Mr. Pomeroy’s Death. 
The death of Ralph Pomeroy which 
took place at his home in Fulton last 
week, recalls to mind the history of 
pioneer tobacco growing in the west. 
The name of Pomeroy is intimately 
connected with the introduction of to­ 
bacco as a farm product, not only in 
Wisconsin but in the Miami Valley of 
Ohio as well. 
As long ago as 1838 
Ralph Pomeroy and his brother raised 
the first crop of Connecticut seed leaf 
tobacco ever grown in Wayne township 
in the Miami Valley, 
Ohio, 
from 
seed brought with them when they 
emigrated from Connecticut. 
The 
farm on which he was reared at Suf­ 
field had grown tobacco for many 
years prior to his removal to Ohio and 
it was but natural when they came 
into the Miami Valley that they be 
gen to introduce it as a field crop 
Thus the beginning of cigar leaf to­ 
bacco growing in Ohio was made 
which later extended until it became 
a general crop over several counties of 
the state. 
It is over forty years since 
the Pomeroys introduced cigar leaf to­ 
bacco into the state, but Ohio still 
stands prominent among the seed leaf 
producers. 
F irst Raised Under Difficulties. 
It was not until fifteen years later 
that tobacco growing was first intro­ 
duced to Wisconsin soil by Ralph Porn- 
roy. 
In 1353 he emigrated to this 
state and that year grew a six acre 
crop of tobacco on the prairie near 
Byene, Dane county on land owned 
by the Heistands. 
While the crcp 
was growing, lumber for the shed was 
hauled from the Wisconsin river 40 
miles away. 
The frame of the shed 
was made of poles, cut in the timber 
near at hand, and when completed 
was rather a weak and slimsy affair. 
Boon after the crop was havested, in a 
heavy rain and wind storm the shed 
and crop went down in a heap. 
The 
tobacco stalks had been looped with 
strings across poles which was the 
usual method of hanging the tobacco 
in 
the 
sheds 
at 
that 
time, 


bo 
that 
the 
inextricable inter­ 
twinement of tobacco, string and poles 
was disheartening to contemplate. But 
the neighbors turned out and helped 
reconstruct the wreck so that the crop 
was finally secured and cured out. 
There was no market here for the 
stuff when it was ready to sell, but 
the tobacco was disposed of 
to a 
Janesville man for four cents a pound, 
who failed soon after, and did not 
oven pay the agreed price. 
This in 
brief is a history of the first tobacco 
crop grown in Wisconsin, and the dis­ 
appointments that surrounded the ven­ 
ture waB enough to discourage any­ 
one except a man like Mr. Pomeroy 
who had been brought up in the busi­ 
ness from boyhood. 
Fam ily Were All Kaisers. 
The very next year in 1854, the 
Pomeroy brothers, Ralph, Orrin and 
William | settled on farms in the town 
of Fulton, two miles south of Edger­ 
ton, and began to cultivate tobacco as 
a field crop and have raised it on their 
farms their ever since. 
The first year 
a ten acre field was planted and no 
season since that date has there been 
scarcely less grown, while some years 
the aggregate acreage of Ralph and 
Orrin Pomeroy has been very close to 
IOO acres. 
These brothers grew to­ 
bacco long before it became a general 
crop in the state. 
Even in 1870 the 
entire production in the state did not 
exceed 1,000 acres. 
But ten years 
later there were 13,000 acres grown j 
and in 1890 more than twice that 
amount. 
Of course in the early days 
of tobacco growing 
there 
was no 
market bere for the product and the 
cured leaf had to be sent outside of 
the state to sell, sometimes to New 
York and even to an export market. 
As soon as the production reached a 
few hundred acres however, eastern 
buyers began to come into the state 
and eventually a home market was 
established. 
To the Pomeroy family, 
says the Edgerton Reporter, in clos­ 
ing, belongs the credit of introducing 
tobacco growing in Wisconsin which 
is now yielding a revenue of over two 
million dollars a year to the farmers 
of Wisconsin.-

CATHERINE HARRISON, WITCH. 


A r a p e r on th e E arly W itch L ore of 


C onnecticut, 
Dr. C. J. Hoadly read a paper on 
“ Catherine H arrison, W itch,” a t the 
m eeting of the Connecticut Historical 
society last week. 
Dr. Hoadly said 
th a t w hile C atherine H arrison was not 
executed, tw o were undoubtedly exe­ 
cuted for w itchcraft in Connecticut, 
and th ere were others about whom 
there m ight be some doubt. This com­ 
m unity was not swept by the super­ 
stition as was parts of M assachusetts, 
b u t there were those here who held to 
it. 
Catherine H arrison was a house 
servant before her m arriage, and one 
of the daughters of the house where 
she worked made oath th a t she was a 
“ notorious liar, a Sabbath breaker and 
a fortune teller," 
The depositions 
said she had caused sickness to some 
people, death to others, had an unholy 
influence over anim als, had been seen 
to appear as a calf and change back to 
h e r own shape, and th a t her form or 
face had frequently appeared a t peo 
pie's bedsides 
and 
other unlikely 
places. 
At this tria l she was not con 
victed. 
She w as arrested again in 
May, 1669, and again com m itted to 
jail. 
At the follow ing term of cou rt 
she w as indicted, pleaded not guilty, 
and was tried before a jury. This jury 
th en failed to agree, and she was re­ 
m anded to jail until court should con­ 
vene again in the fall. 
At th a t term 
th e ju ry rendered a verdict of guilty7, 
b u t the court w as not satisfied. 
It ob­ 
tained an expert opinion on w itchcraft 
from some m inisters, and still not be­ 
ing satisfied, referred th e m atter to 
th e general court. 
She rem ained in 
prison u ntil May, 1670, w hen the gen­ 
eral court released her on the paym ent 
of th e “ju st fees” of the tria l and on 
condition she should leave th e state. 
Catherine H arrison left the state and 
w ent to W estchester, N. Y., b u t her 
reputation preceding her, the inhabi­ 
ta n ts com plained to the governor. 
For some tim e she w as placed under 
bonds for good behavior. 
She 
afterw ard iv ’leased.

Mayor Thoroughgood’s Affidavit as 
Filed, Set Forth Many Facts of In­ 
terest—Company 
Are 
Getting 
Ready To Fight the Order Taking 
the Management From Them. 


The water fight is beginning to he a 
fight and no mistake. 
New that the 
city has succeeded in getting a re­ 
ceiver appointed, the company are 
preparing to begin proceedings, prob­ 
ably Monday, to compel the city to 
show why the order appointing a re­ 
ceiver should not be revoked. 
This is the declaration of Attorney 
E. M. Hyzer who, represents the cor­ 
poration. 
Mr. Hyzer was reluctant to 
speak about the matter, bat said that 
the appointment of a receiver was an 
unheard of proceeding. 
He did not 
believe the company had any idea of 
shutting off the water supply, as such 
a proceeding would be suicidal, and he 
did not believe Mr. Maxcy ever ente- 
tained it. There was a way to prevent 
without a receiver. 
Every stockhold­ 
er and director was a resident of 
Wisconsin and they could have been 
reached by injunction proceedings and 
the management left in the company’s 
hands. 
Mr. Hyzer was asked how long it 
would require to settle the m atter in 
the courts, and the answer was that 
in case the action progressed fairly 
well a definite result might be reached 
in five years. 
The appointment of a receiver was 
a surprise to the Water company, as 
they had had no intimation that any 
further attem pt would be made until 
the preaent action had been settled in 
court. 
•‘Mr. Maxcy is an experienced water 
works man,” said Mr. Hyzer, “ be now 
having the management of the Osh­ 
kosh plant, also the plant at Wash­ 
burn, and I think he is better quali­ 
fied to manage the plant than one 
who has had no experience.” 
It is generally understood that the 
appointment of a receiver will not 
necessitate the making of any changes 
In the working force of the company 
that 
instead 
of 
Superintendent 
Mitchell receiving his 
instructions 
from Manager Maxcy he will now obey 
Receiver Sutherland, and that water 
will continue to flow through the 
mains just the same. 
W hat The Affidavit Said. 
It was upon the grounds as set 
forth in the affidavit of Mayor Thor 
ougbgood that Judge Bennett yester­ 
day appointed George G. Sutherland 
as receiver of the Janesville Water 
company. 
After stating that be is 
mayor of the city, etc , aud that the 
city of Janesville is plaintiff and the 
Janesville Water Company; the Bos 
ton Safe Deposit and Trust Company 
as trustee, and the Wisconsin Coo 
struction Company are defendants Mr. 
Thorougbgood set forth that he is in­ 
formed and believes that the city of 
Janesville has the right to purchase 
the plant at the actual cost thereof, 
as provided in the franchise; that the 
earnings have more than paid the in 
terest] on the actual cost; that the 
bonded indebtedness upon the works 
exceeds by many 
thousand dollars 
the 
actual 
cost 
of 
the 
works and the 
extensions: 
that 
the 
nominal 
capital 
stock 
is 
$200,000 but of that no part has ever 
been paid in; that the persons who 
subscribed are non-residents of the 
state; that the additional bonded in 
debtedness over the actual cost is a 
liability against the company; that 
the company has no assets other than 
the plant; that if the plant is taken 
by the city at the actual cost, the 
company would have no assets with 
which to pay such additional liab lity 
upon its bonded indebtednesss; that 
the company is, to all intents and 
purposes insolvent at this time, aud 
that the said defendant, for the pur­ 
pose of preventing the city from pros­ 
ecuting the action begun, threatens to 
shut off the fire protection of said city; 
that officers of the company and stock­ 
holders have expressed themselves 
as 
bein; 
in 
fever of 
forcing 
the city to abandon the action by 
so abutting off the water supply of the 
city as the ordinance requires. 
Property W ould B e In D anger. 
It further sets forth th at the city 
has disposed of its fire apparatus oth­ 
er than what is used in connection 
with the water works; that millions 
of dollars in property is thereby ex­ 
posed, and that tbere is danger that 
the company will refuse to furnish 
water, to the great danger of these 
interests. 
The action is brought, it states, to 
get at the cost of the plant, and the 
city is entitled to fire protection dur­ 
ing the progress of the suit. 
It also 
states that they can readily fail to pro­ 
vide the money to run the works if an 
injunction was granted,to prevent the 
shutting off the water; and that the 
c mrt should require them to be run 
in that event. 
The only practicable 
way, it sets forth, to protect the city 
and the company is by appointing a 
r ceiver. 
It further Bete forth that 
the actual cost is less than $150,000, 
whereas the company ask $400,000 or 
more. 
After hearing the petition the court 
appointed Mr. Sutherland, who ac­ 
cepted and qualified, giving a bond of 
$50,000. 
This is an important step in the 
litigation. 
Mr. Sutherland becomes 
the sole manager of the water plant, 
accountable for his management only 
to the court. 
Mr. Jeffris was seen by 
a Gazette reporter this morning, and 
said: 
“ It was deemed the best move to 
rn.Le uglier tbs circums'.aLCis. 
It 


had been reported th at the company 
would cut off the water supply in case 
of fire. 
Now there need be no fears. 
Mr. Sutherland 
notwithstanding the 
fact that he is secretary of the com­ 
pany, and a stockholder in the com­ 
pany, is also a large property owner 
in Janesville and has large interests 
in the city. 
Therefore I say he is 
just the man to manage the cdmpany. 
The city need have no fears of him, 
and most certainly the water company 
ought to be satisfied.”

er of the country. 
One day last spring at a native cele­ 
bration graced by the presence of the 
Hova queen, the prime minister, her 
husband, said in an eloquent speech: 
“ The queen of Madagascar and her 
subjects will never consent to sur­ 
render 
the independence of their 
island. 
No other flag than your maj 
esty’s 
shall 
ever, float 
over this 
people.*’ 
The president of France was present 
and heard these words. 
They were 
meant for his ear. 
His bearing to 
ward the native government and the 
peopl« has not pleased the Hovas. 
To 
day 
an 
envoy 
of 
France, 
M. 
Le 
Myre de 
Vilers. 
is on 
the 
island 
with 
an 
ultimatum 
which 
he will present to the Hova queen 
Nobody in France expects that the 
Malagasy will accept its terms. 
If 
they include the extraordinary do- 


of 100,000 inhabitants, whose lofty hills 
is dominated by the fine stone palace 
of the queen, would be deserted in a 
month if her majesty were to make her 
residence in another place. 
The Hovas 
are very proud of their nationality and 
Institutions, and you may imagine how 
people so intensely patriotic are 
galled and incensed by the thought 
that a great European power covets 
their island and means to have it if she 
can invent any pretext for seizing it. 
There is nothing English or French 
about the Hovas. 
Their greatest de­ 
sire in life is to preserve their indepen­ 
dence and their nationality. 
“In 1885 the French had to give up 
the idea which they urged as an excuse 
for making war upon the Malagasy, 
and I believe they will meet a worse 
humiliation this time if they push the 
Ilovas to the wall. 
To be sure, the 
natives are comparatively weak, but 
we must not forget that the deadly 
fever that environs their coasts and 
the dense forests that form a girdle 
scores of miles wide around their capi­ 
tal are allies that will be worth many 
thousands of men to them. 
“To this day the United States has 
not recognized France's right to claim 
a protectorate over the island. 
Our 
consul, Waller, took his exequatur 
from the Hova queen in spite of the 
protests of the French resident, and, 
in spite of another storm of protests. 
American citizens have applied for, 
and received im portant concessions in 
the island, though the French say that 
under the treaty they alone have the 
power to grant these concessions. 
We 
have a treaty with the Hova govern­ 
ment providing that suitable proposals 
of American citizens who may desire 
to embark in business in Madagascar 
will be entertained by the native gov­ 
ernment, and in spite of the French, 
who say no American has a right to 
ask for anything in the island except 
through the French resident the Ho- 
vans are living up to the letter and 
spirit of their treaty with us. 
It seems 
to me th at we are not merely disinter­ 
ested spectators of the present trou 
hies. 
Man}" millions of yards of our 
cotton cloth are annually sent to the 
island. 
Next to the largest traders 
there while France has only one-tenth 
of the trade."

While they have strength to fight. 
An American gentleman has recently 
arrived in this country who has prob­ 
ably a larger acquaintance with the af 
fairs of Madagascar than any other per 
son in this country. He is Ethelbert G. 
Woodford, a mining engineer and state 
inspector of mines in the Africa re­ 
public. 
In the course of his work he 
lived for some time at Antananarivo, 
the capital, where he made the ac­ 
quaintance of the prime minister and 
other members of the government. 
He also had opportunities to meet hosts 
■of the Europeans engaged in enter­ 
prises in Madagascar. 
There was al­ 
ready great tension in the relations of 
France and the Hovas. and Mr. Wood­ 
ford thoroughly studied the situation 
which now threatens to involve the 
island in war. 
Mr. Woodford w as re­ 
quested to give his views on the pres­ 
ent troubles and the causes that have 
led to them. 
“ You know," he said, “th at Mada­ 
gascar is the fourth largest island in 
the world. 
It has large mineral and 
agricultural wealth, and many years 
ago the French dreamed of tailing this 
island and creating an empire in the 
Indian ocean. 
Just fifty years ago the 
French and British, when Madagascar 
had not made her present advance in 
civilization, seized the port of Tama- 
tave for some wrong they thought 
the Hovas had done. That trouble was 
soon over, and the English in time be­ 
came the fast friends of the Malagasy, 
but the natives have never liked the 
French. 
It has been the sorrow of 
their political history for the past half 
century th at the French have forced 
themselves so much upon them. 
They 
have struggled long to ward off French 
encroachment and at the same time to 
maintain their independence and keep 
the peace.
